After of course a long set of historical trajectories into modernism and in fact 
revolution there is a practico-inert experience, how was this possible in both 
plantation histories which then of course is also black racial abuse in Europe 
reported by a lot of policemen about African slave traders in history from Algeria, 
which then is a lot of trafficking in even cinema that is Mexican cartels which 
becomes the backward histories of Mexico and Columbia which then means that 
Bolivia and Ecuador are in fact also modern lefts which are in a similar state. 


Sirohi argues that this is because of international trade relations, but internal 
causes of this crisis in the mode of production is its lack of dynamism and even 
absensce of French policy and Spanish policy for educated reasons, but is then 
related to external factors of in fact isolation and embargoing in its history as well, 
together all these modern revolutions are in fact in deep crisis, till recently only 
Argentina and Israel are ready to trade bare agrarian products with the 
revolutionary states, forget the same fate for Chinese mass line dynamics only. 


So of course there is a major crisis in Communist and Pink Tide governments 
because American imperialism is of course belonging to financial capitalist 
monopoly capitalism and in fact unable to link its processes with these countries 
and follows the abstract law of value which goes from Spain to Delhi and then to 
Argentina and makes a profit which is based on in fact a law of technology and 
capitalism internal to these modernist cities, which then becomes a general law of 
profit in Buenos Aires which is then because of its relation to say Deterior which 
reflects on La Cienaga as its cinema only in fact so far. It can then be Jorge Luis 
Borges’ recent novel that does that as well, as in fact the Center Left Argentina is 
busy trading with the world and is all about in history the mass amount of trade 
linkages it makes even in capital to the whole world but then is in unequal 
exchange and is depressed because of its vague agrarian policies and economics 
and its weak social structure supporting a small elite, which then is surrounded in 
fact by capitalist competition from Europe which his financial trade makes it to and 
is called neo-colonialism by Solanas. 


All of this is history in the sense that follows.
